SHORTER HOURS. 


It is encouraging to: note how sat- 
isfactory the new time schedule is 
working as regards the shorter hours 
for druggists. 


Mr. E. H. Nohrden of Watsonville 
gives expression to the following: 
“We have gone over the top and 
have not heard one dissenting state- 
ment from those to whom we have 
told our decision. We have no way 
of feeling the pulse of the public in 
the matter of deliveries as yet, but 
the first few days in ‘no man’s land’ 
will test the wisdom of this action. 
Yours for shorter hours and more 
sunshine.” 

Note the following clipping, through 
which the druggists of Watsonville 
have notified the public: 


NOTICE TO PUBLIC 
“Keeping pace with the trend of 


current events in lessening the hard- 


ships imposed upon our employees, 
and having in mind our patriotic duty 
to our country, and to its governing 
officials in support of the day-light 
saving plan, we, the undersigned 
druggists of the City of Watsonville, 
do hereby endorse the plan to mini- 


mize. the consumption of light and 


fuel. and do hereby agree to close oyr 
various places of business on and 


after May 6, 1918, at 6 p. m. until 
further notice. 

“On. and.after this date deliveries 
will be made through the Merchants’ 
Delivery System, and a delivery fee 
of 5 cents will be charged for all reg- 
ular deliveries. A fee of 10 cents will 
be charged for all special deliveries 
within the city limits. —

The Chico druggists now close at 6 


p. m., and, wherever the shorter hours 


schedule has been tried out, every one 
appears to be unanimous in prais- 
ing it. |

In addition 
the 40,000 State, county and municipal 
employees will come under this law 


and the tax bearer will dig up another 


$8,000,000 per year. In addition to all 
of this,

RESTRICTED DELIVERY. 


The State Council of Defense for 
California in compliance with the Coun- 
cil of National Defense has made an 
effort to cut out unnecessary deliveries — 
in all lines of merchandising for the 
purpose of saving in man power and 
materials for more useful employment. 
Recently it has begun to organize the 
system of delivery for the drug busi- 
ness. Several of the cities throughout 
the State are already working under a 
definite schedule in compliance with the 
request of the State Council of Defense, 
which is as follows: 

“Beginning May 1, 1918, ne one de- 
livery a day to a person; morning de- — 
livery leaves at 10 o'clock, afternoon 
delivery leaves ‘at 4 o’clock.. All other 
deliveries are to be ‘Special’ and a 
minimum charge of 10 cents must be 
made for same, the charge must be 
noted on delivery tag. No charge shall 
be made for delivering prescriptions.” 

We are in receipt of a letter from J. 
G. Munson; who states that all the 
druggists of Santa Clara have signified 
adherence to the above request. He 


States that the druggists of Fresno, 
Stockton, Sacramento and San Jose are 
already working under the same sched- 

ule. 


All the pharmacists in San Jose were 
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requested to sign the following agree- 
ment, and return the same to the State 
Council of Defense: 

“We (firm’s name) hereby agree to 
adopt the delivery schedule on May 
Ist, as per letter of State Council of 
Defense. April 24th, 1918.” 


CHANGE OF DATE. 


The California Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation will meet in convention at San 
Diego July 8, 9, and 10. It will be 
noted that the date has been advanced 
from that originally agreed upon. The 
reason for the change of date was that 
the wholesale houses all agreed to give 
a vacation to their employes at this 
time. The State Board of Pharmacy 
also signified a desire to attend the 
meeting, and this date was apparently 
-more agreeable to all concerned. _ 


CREDIT BUSINESS. 


This is one of the troublesome 
things of the everyday business man. 
We confidently believe that the aver- 
age pharmacist can ill afford to do a 
credit business in these days of. high 
prices. Everyone knows no matter 
how carefully credit is extended there 
is a certain percentage of loss out- 
sight to say nothing of the loss from 
the use of the money and trouble 
in collecting the same. We are of 


the opinion that it is wiser to have 


the goods on the shelf than question- 
able credit entries in the book. All 
other things considered, the margin 
of profits is getting narrower every 
day, and a pharmacist who contem- 
plates staying in business must pre- 
pare to meet future eventualities. 
Would it not be a good thing for the 


Retail Druggists’ Associations of the 


country to have a distinct under- 
standing that credit is to be ex- 
tremely limited or entirely eliminated 
in the retail drug business? 

THE PaciFic PHARMACIST feels that 
this question .is so important that it 
should be considered in the coming 


State Associations as well as in the 
Local Associations. | 
Many of the more progressive phar- 


macists have already drawn a very 


sharp line on credit business and con- 


template the complete elimination of 
the same.

WAR FORMULAS. 


Pharmacy, like many other lines of 
work, is already commencing to feel 
the effects of the war in one or an- 
other way. ‘The sugar question has 
already been a source of trouble, the 
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pharmacist having difficulty in obtain- 
ing the amount he requires for manu- 


facturing. The War Explosives Li-. 
cense is another one of the sources 


of annoyance to the druggist. In addi- 
tion to this the filing of various docu- 
ments, such as income, liquor and 
other reports, necessary for the gov- 
ernment, have made the pharmacist 


realize that we are at war. 


It is interesting to note that several 
associations during the last few 
months, among these notably the 
Minnesota State Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation, the Philadelphia Drug Ex- 
change, the New York Branch of the 
A. Ph. A. and other organizations, 
have even gone so far as to make sug- 
gestions for the substitution of for- 
mulae for those requiring particularly 
sugar and glycerine. As we have ex- 


pressed before, this is valuable and 


interesting and we should probably 
all seriously consider the methods of 
handling the manufacture of medicine 
without these agents in case grave 
necessity calls upon us to do so. 


We cannot, however, believe that 
such emergency in this country will 
necessitate our doing so. We believe 
there is no good substitute for sugar 
in the making of medicinal prepara- 
tions palatable. Furthermore, the 
sugar present is a distinct value in 
that it is a food and not merely a 
suitable and pleasant vehicle. Physiol- 
ogy tells us that it is the most easily 
assimilable of the foods and therefore 


jt has a distinct value to the sick. Ii 


any class of people need food it is the 
sick. In our opinion, the eliminating 
of sugar from medicinal preparations 
should be the very last and not the 
first of such eliminations. When our 
candy stores are running full blast it 
is absurd to think that we should take 
away a valuable food and vehicle from 
our medicinal preparations. The sick 
last of all should be denied the use- 
fulness of sugar at a time when they 
sadly need it. 


The Pacific Pharmacist, therefore, 
while agreeing that it is desirable to

discuss possible means for the con- 
servation of all necessities, cannot 
countenance the substitution of sugar 
in medicinal preparations. until, many 
other drastic changes and eliminations 
have been made. We confidently be- 
lieve with our resources we néver 
will be required to go to such extreme 
necessity,

SCIENCE NOTES. 


~Detoledo has demonstrated chem- 
ically that the chemical reaction of 
tears changes from alkaline to acid 
after death. The tears apparently are 
always alkaline in the living and the 
reaction to acid changes in from one 


hour and a half to seven hours after 


death. This may be one of the tests 
of medicolegal value. 


The mechanical cleansing of wounds 
in the war zone is apparently more 
important and valuable than the 
chemical cleansing. Among the newer 
solutions apparently meeting with 


favor is a 5% soap solution. This is es- 


pecially recommended by Pereira. 
He, however, believes the hypochlorite 
method is still preferable when it is 
available. | 


Hookworm continues to be one of 
the serious troubles in California 
mines, according to the Bulletin of 
the State Board of Health. The State 
Board of Health is making a strenu- 
ous effort to limit and eradicate this 
serious disease. According to reports 
it has even been found among the 
soldiers. 


Palo Alto, California, boasts of 
having the lowest death rate of any 
city in the country. This success is 
attributed to employing a full time 


efficient health officer. 


Palmyra fiber is in some measure 
taking the place of silkworm gut for 
surgical work. This plant grows lux- 
uriantly on the west coast of Mala- 
bar. The fiber occurs in a sheath- 
like netting around the base of the 
leaves and is practically the right size. 
It requires very little treatment for 
using and is very inexpensive: The 
supply is abundant and should be 
very much cheaper than silkworm gut. 
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“STARCH COUNT CONSTANTS”: 
THEIR DETERMINATION | 
AND VALUE.* 


By J. B. BERGER, Ph. C. 


In the analysis of foods and drugs 
either for the determination of the per- 
centage composition or the detection of 
adulterations there are certain problems 
often’ met with that do not admit of a 
chemical solution. One of the most im- 
portant examples of such a problem is 
the analysis of a mixture of starches, 
flours or meals. The presence of starch 


may be readily shown by chemical meth- 


ods but as all starches respond alike to 
the test ‘no’ differentiation is thus pos- 


and markings of the various starches 
are sufficiently characteristic to render 
their detection with the microscope a 
matter of comparative ease. For a qual- 
itative report a hasty glance at the sam- 
ple properly mounted is often all that 
is required by the analyst familiar with 
these characteristics. In many instances 
a qualitative report is all that is re- 
quired. If, however, estimations of a 
quantitative nature are demanded the 
problem at once becomes much more 
complex involving numerous details of 
manipulation and the consideration of 
certain known facts and factors. Other- 
wise the estimations can be nothing 
more than rough approximations. 


The fact that the number of starch 
granules present in equal weights of the 


different starch-bearing substances va- 


ries so widely renders a count practical- 
ly worthless as a basis for a quantitative 
estimation unless certain experimentally- 
determined relations or factors be em- 
ployed which will reduce all counts to a 
uniform, quantitative basis. Then, too, 
equal weights of different pure starches 
yield counts vastly different. It is easy 
to be seen that equal numbers of potato 
and corn starch granules, for example. 
in nO way represent equal weights of 
the respective starches. What then do 
they indicate? Or can some definite 
ratio between them be established that 
will serve as.a basis for further deter-

“minations? It was to answer these and 


other questions of a similar nature that 
the following data was secured. 


If, under the same conditions, counts 


be made of various pure starches sup- 


plemented by the common flours and 


meals, the results thus obtained may be 
used as standards and considered as in- 
dicative of the number of starch gran- 
ules per given weight of an unadulte- 


rated or an tunmixed material. The 
ratio between the count of any given 
starch in the sample under consideration 
that of qual weight of the 
standard will fen be a definite value 
which represents the percentage com- 


sible. On-the other hand the size, shape = of the’ mixture. 


In the determination of these ‘ ‘starch 


count ‘constants” numerous factors, as 
already mentioned, are involved any of 


which may materially alter the results. 
As is the case in all microscopical work 
the personal factor is large. Let it be 
assumed, however, that the worker has 
had sufficient experience to provide him 
with the necessary skill in his technique 
and that he will observe the precautions 
always demanded:by such lines of work. 
Other considerations which, through 
lack of uniformity, may produce widely 
different results are: first, the fineness 
of the sample; second, the moisture con- 
tent; third, the dilution and the diluent 
used; fourth, the method of counting. 
In most instances if the sample is passed 
through a No. 100 sieve the granules 
will be sufficiently separated to permit 
of ready and accurate counting. By 
drying to consfant weight before weigh- 
ing out for the dilution uniformity a 
secured in regard to moisture content. 
Drying also greatly facilitates the grind- 


ing in cases where that is necessary. 


Dilutions of 1 in 100 have been found 
satisfactory for most of the work. A 
one and one-half per cent. solution of 
gum acacia has been found preferable 
to water for making these dilutions as 
it has the advantage of making a better 
suspension and thus preventing the too 
rapid settling of the granules. On the 
other hand using the acacia much in 
excess of the amount stated is inadmis- 


sible as its viscidity causes the granules 
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_ to become massed rendering a uniform 


distribution on the counting chamber 


impossible, The addition of a few drops. 
of iodine solution to the diluent is ad- 


visable as the slight color imparted to 
the starch granules prevents any ques- 
tion or confusion thus minimizing the 
time necessary for each count. Either 
of two methods of counting may be em- 


ployed depending upon which type of. 


counting chamber is used. With the 
blood counting apparatus (which was 
the one employed in the present in- 
stance) the dilutions must be made with 
considerable accuracy and a large num- 
ber of field counted as a small error in 
the average count will be greatly multi- 
plied when correcting for the dilution. 
A disadvantage of this method is that 
many of the samples examined contain 
substances of a granular nature and the 


continued mounting and cleaning off of 


such substances will eventually mar the 
rulings of the chamber. With'the plain 
chamber and the net micrometer eye- 
piece this danger is avoided. It also 
does away with the difficulty sometimes 
encountered of getting the rulings and 
the particles to be counted in focus at 
the same time. The disadvantages of 
this method are that standard mixtures 
must always be made for comparison 
and that the dilutions are only approxi- 
mate. This method is described in de- 


tail in Chamot’s “Elementary Chemical. 


Microscopy,” chapter 10. 

The following general methods of 
procedure are suggested as they have 
been found upon trial to give fairly 
satisfactory results. 

If the sample has starch granules of 
average size pass through a No. 100 
sieve; if the granules are very small a 
No. 150 or even a No. 200 sieve will 
give better’ results. If the sample is a 
meal or an unground material grind 
thoroughly and pass through a No. 100 
sieve ; regrind the portion remaining on 


the sieve and continue the operation un-- 


til all the starch has been separated. 
Mix thoroughly the part remaining on 


the screen with the portion passed 


through and of this mixture weigh out 
any convenient amount, preferably from 


to cubic centimeters. 


100 mg: up to 500 mg. Rub this into 


a paste with a small amount of water 


then add the acacia solution until the 
volume indicates the desired dilution. 
Mix thoroughly and transfer to a shal- 
low dish (a small glass mortar serves 
the purpose very well). The advantage 


in using the shallow dish is that the 


contents can be stirred more easily and 
a drop quickly removed with the glass 
rod. The drop thus transferred to the 


counting chamber may be considered as — 


representative of an uniform mixture. 


Use a. thin cover glass to render fo- 
‘cusing with the high power more easy. 


Count from ten to twenty areas in three 
separate mounts. The average of these 


counts multiplied by the area (either 
1/25 or 1/400 sq. mm.), then by the 
depth (1/10 mm.), then by the dilution, — 


and finally by 1000 to convert the values 
The value thus 
obtained represents the number of starch 
granules in one gram of the sample 
taken. 

The following table is self-explana- 
tory. All deviations from the above 


general directions are noted under spe- 


cial procedures (see page 8): | 
The manner in which various starches 
polarize is often of considerable value 
in determining certain constituents 
whose starch granules otherwise are so 
similar as to give rise to considerable 
confusion when an attempt is made to 
distinguish between them. However, 
the details of the polarization of the 


starches are beyond the scope of the 


present work. 

To illustrate the application of the 
facts thus far obtained let a concrete 
example be considered. In the sample 
of unknown composition the _ prelimi- 
nary examination reveals banana, wheat 
and corn starches. A count is made in 
accordance with the methods already set 
forth and comparisons and determina- 
tions then made. According to the 
table it is clear that 281,150,000 gran- 
ules of banana starch, or 1,822,000,000 
granules of wheat starch or 2,432,000,- 
O00 granules of corn starch per gram 
would represent 100 per cent. of these 
materials. It is also evident that if the 
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count of banana starch, for instance, 
amounts to one-quarter of that of the 
pure material then banana flour com- 
prises 25 per cent. of the mixture. 
Again, if the corn starch count comes 
to 1,256,000,000 then the corresponding 
per cent. would be 1,256,000,000/2,432,- 
000,000x 100. 

In cases when time is limited and 
only approximate results are required a 
count may be made of the various 
starch granules on an ordinary slide 
and the relative numbers thus found be 
compared with the corresponding num- 
bers in the tables. As the latter num- 
bers represent equal weights the com- 
parison will give a fairly close idea of 
the percentage composition of the mix- 
ture. 

The first method also gives within 
reasonable limits the materials present 
other than starch, this being merely the 
_ difference between 100 per cent. and 
the total per cent. of starch. However, 
for accurate gravimetric results the 
various specific gravities. should be 
taken into consideration. This and cer- 
tain other details, checks, and methods 
of practical application, together with 
an extension of the present count list 
is to be worked out at a later date. _

PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS OF 
THE 1917 MEETING OF THE 
AMERICAN CONFERENCE OF 
PHARMACEUTICAL FACUL- 
TIES BY DR. RUFUS A. LYMAN. 


(Continued fren April Number.) 


The letter is, of course, similar to the 
one written by President Wulling. 


Some one has questioned the pro- 
priety of my offering the Conference 
schools to the Government but feel that 


I might very properly have offered the 


services of the Conference. This, of 


course, I knew; but I desired to offer 


something tangible and to point out a 
particular work we might do; I did so; 
and you will understand the spirit in 
which it was done. if 


A few days ago I received a letter 
from the chairman of one of the Con- 
ference Committees to the effect that 
he would not be able to make a report 
because he had to turn his attention 
from the problems of education to the 


problems of national preservation. This _ 


is certainly the proper thing to do. On 
the other hand, not all of us are simi- 
larly placed and for us the essential 
thing to remember is that the war is but 
an incident in the history of nations. 
The world has a bad tooth and it must 
be pulled, and it will be pulled, but 
while it is being done, it is well for 


us to heed the admonition of a certain - 


prominent American when he says: 
“The foe to efficiency that slaughters 
many a college student is the temptation 
to turn aside from regular work to do 
something that appeals to him for the 
time being. .Hosts of men that would 
otherwise be great leaders in the future 
will be diverted from possible leader- 
ship by the notion that they can serve 
their country by doing something that 


others who cannot get such education 


can do as well’; and again, “Wes must 
not use ten-talent men for the one-talent 
task, else we will soon be forced to use 
one-talent men for the ten-talent tasks. 
If the war should be short, then the 
American boy will not be needed in the 
conflict ; if the war should be long, then 
prepared men will be needed.” Just 
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now Pharmacy needs strong men to for- 
ward her ideals. We need men as stu- 
dents and teachers and practitioners, of 


greater capacity, better training and 


higher ideals. Our’ job is ‘to supply 
them. _ 
The Apprentice System. 


I cannot close without offering a pro- 
test against the apprentice system. The 
tendency in these later years is to in- 
crease the length of apprenticeship. The 
excuse is to make better men. The way 
it works is to crush the spirit out of a 
man who has any spirit and leave in 
pharmacy a lot of corpses. I maintain 
that a well-trained college man going 
into an ordinary store after graduation 
is in a position to acquire more informa- 
tion regarding the conduct of a business 
in six months than the average flunkey 
who hangs around a store for six years. 
And yet when it comes to taking the 
board examination he and the flunkey 
are brought to the same time require- 


ment. If a well-trained college man can 


not learn to operate a certain store in 
four years, he can’t in five. Can we not 
wake up like other professions and de- 
vise some common sense scheme that 
will not act as a crushing mill to both. 
individual and to professional pharmacy. 

I recommend that our committee on 
relations of Colleges with Boards be in- 
structed to express the above view as 
the sentiment of the Conference and that 
this committee in conjunction with the 
proper committee of the boards be re- 
quested to discover or devise a plan 
_ which can be developed that will render 
dustice to all and that progress in the 


matter be reported as early as pos- 
sible. 


The Pharmacy Student. 


Finally, I must say a word about the 
pharmacy student. I made the remark, 
on one’ occasion, in Atlantic City, last 
year, that a man was not worthy a dean- 
ship who did not keep in touch with and 
have a concern for his students after 
graduation. At the Wulling testimonial 

dinner in Minneapolis last May, I heard 
Dean Teeters try to attribute that re- 
mark to Dean Wulling. Dean Wulling 
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was so paralyzed by the fine things being 
said about him that he could not rfe- 
monstrate. I can prove an alibi for 
Dean Wulling, however, for he was not 
at Atlantic City. I am concerned about 
claiming my own in this case, because 
it is the only thing I ever said which 
seemed to my colleagues to be worth 
repeating: But to be serious, how can 
we inspire the student of pharmacy with 
the spirit of pharmacy? When we have 
brought about the conditions I have 
mentioned in this paper, the thing will 
be done: When we place pharmacy upon 
the same scholastic basis as the other 
professions, when we show him that 
there is a field for mental activity com- 
parable to other fields of endeavor, when © 
we can show him great fields for in- | 
vestigation scarcely touched in which he 
can exercise his talents, when we can 
show him that’ pharmacy plays a part 
in human society that is comparable to 
medicine, law or religion, then we need 
not be concerned about his inspiration 
and we need not worry about his leav- 
ing the field in which he has been 
trained for other fields of greater oppor- 
tunity. 
I question whether any of us devote 
the time we should to the human, the 
moral and the spiritual side of the col- 
lege student’s life. This is true not only 
of pharmacy students but of all techni- 
cal students. The other day, I picked up 
a book entitled, “Principles of Character 
Making” by Dr. Arthur Holmes, Dean 
of Faculties of Pennsylvania State Col- 
lege, and as I turned the pages, I came 
to the dedicatory page and I read 


O 
EpGcar F. SMITH, 
Provost of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, whose devotion to the 
moral and spiritual welfare of Col- 
lege students is a distinct contribu- 
tion to the academic world, far ex- 
ceeding’ many discoveries. in scien- 
- tific truth, this volume is respectfully 
Dedicated.” 


I closed the book and reached for my 
correspondence. I had arranged in 
groups the letters which I have already 
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read to you, in what seemed the order 
of their importance, the most important 
last. It was then I discovered the last 
letter was signed, by Edgar F. Smith, 
Provost of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. And then I understood how this 
man of culture, in.a few simple words, 
could make the keenest analysis of the 
professional situation I have ever seen 
and indicated so clearly the program 
pharmacy must follow to fulfill its mis- 
sion. 


In our schools we have our pro- 
fessional fraternities and when properly 
supervised by faculty and alumni, they 
may be made powerful agents in any 
institution. But for a number of years 
I have felt the need in pharmacy of a 
purely honorary fraternity where senior 
students are elected to- membership on a 
basis of scholarship only. Such scholar- 
ship fraternities exist in Medicine, Law, 
Journalism and Engineering. I believe 
such an institution would benefit phar- 
macy and therefore I recommend that 
the committee.on activities of students 
and alumni be directed to devise a plan 
for establishing such a fraternity and 
granting such honors and report the 
same at the next annual meeting. 


A Greater Program for the Future. 


In the face of the views as expressed 
in this paper, by the leading American 
educators, I think it would be unfortu- 
nate should we close our deliberations 
of the eighteenth annual meeting with- 
out a declaration of our program. Out 
on the Nebraska prairies the rattle snake 
lives in the tall grasses. When you hear 
the warning signal you need to go 
slowly until the snake is located, then 
action must be quick and certain. Cer- 
tainly the days of .poking around in 
the grass. are passed for pharmacy and 
we need quick, decisive action. I there- 
fore recommend that it be the sense of 
the Conference that for the study of 
pharmacy we should require one year 
of college work after September 1, 
1925, and two years of college work 
after September 1, 1930, and that this 


declaration be given wide circulation, 


through the pharmaceutical and _ lay 
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press and that a special notice of such 
action be sent to the: president of each 


_ American, university holding member- 


ship in the Conference. 


It should be remembered in this 
connection that the University of Min- 
nesota is now requiring as a minimum 
for graduation three years of college 
work after four years of high school. 
Whether we place these requirements to 
take effect a year or two sooner or later 
than the above date is immaterial. That 


is a detail which can be: worked out 


later, but it is very important to. those 
whom we are trying to interest in the 
cause of pharmacy that we are awake to 
the problems that confront us and have 
set ourselves to the task of following 
out a plan which signs of the times in- 
dicate is essential. 


In my family at home we have four 
little girls. One morning a few days 
ago as I was putting the finishing 
touches to this address, I heard a not 
unusual sound from the kitchen. The 


morning fight was on as to which girl 


should wash the dishes. Laughingly I 
remarked to them that it was my opinion 
that in the next world there would be 
special location for little girls who 
always quarreled over the dishes. One 
of them without any hesitation replied: 


“Papa, in the next world we _ think 


there ought to be a special place for men 
who write speeches, and-in that place 
there ought to be a gallery with ice 
cream tables and a fountain for the use 
of those who have to listen to them and 
we want to occupy that gallery,” and 
I had nothing more to say. We have 
now reached that place in this program. 
Because of the vast amount of im- 
portant work to be covered in the next 
two days, I would suggest no person 
not a member of a Conference faculty 
be given general privileges of the floor 
as has been done heretofore. I would 
further suggest and request that the 
recommendations made in the president’s 
address be reported for consideration 
by the proper committee only after or 
in connection with the recommendations 
of the Conference committees whose 
members have put time and effort upon 
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the specific tasks them 


the year. 

In preparing this address I have 
stated the problems of pharmaceutical 
education as I see them frankly and with 
malice toward none. I trust in this dis- 
cussion we will take such action that 
pharmacy may render a greater service 
to the American public, and incidentally 
in rendering that service pharmacy will 
come into its own.

RECORD ORDER FOR 20,000,000 
QUININE TABLETS. 


Following close on the heels of the 
order awarded them by the Govern- 
ment for 1,000,000 Rock Island Sheeps- 
wool Sponges—the largest individual 
sponge order ever awarded any house 
in the world—McKesson & Robbins, 
Inc., New York, manufacturing chem- 
ists, have beeh given an order for 
20,000,000 three-grain Quinine Tablets 
—60,000,000 grains—by the War De-* 
partment. 

This is the largest single order for 
Quinine ever placed in the history of 


this country, and it establishes a new 
high record. 


To fill this order will require 125,- 
000 ounces of Quinine—7,812 pounds, 
almost four tons. Piled on top of 
each other the 20,000,000 tablets would 
be 416,666 feet high—over 78 miles. 
Laid alongside of. each other, they 
would reach from New York to the 
outskirts of Philadelphia; from Chi- 
cago to Milwaukee and from Wash- 
ington, D. C., almost to Richmond, 

To obtain the 60,000,000 grains of 
Quinine contained in the tablets, ap- 
proximately 108,000 Ibs., 54 tons of 
Cinchona bark will be used, each ton 
of bark it is estimated yielding about 
an average of 7 per cent. of Quinine. 

Figuring each Cinchona tree as sup- 
plying an average of 200 lbs. of bark, 
the 60,000,000 grains of Quinine will 
be the product of 561 Cinchona trees. 
As each tree furnishes suitable bark 
for producing Quinine but once in an 
average of 114 years, it has required 


561 years of growth to produce the 


60,000,000 grains of Quinine. 

Reaching New York, McK. & R.’s 
expert chemists will turn the bark into 
Quinine Sulphate. This in turn will 
be worked into 3-grain tablets on au- 
tomatic tablet machines, each with a 
capacity of 175,000 tablets a day. It 
will require 20,000 bottles to pack the 
tablets, each bottle holding 1,000 tab-

THE NATIONAL PHARMACEDU- 
 ‘TICAL SERVICE ASSO- 
Py CIATION. 


At the regular monthly meeting of 
the National Pharmaceutical Service 
Association held April 9th, 121 ap- 
plications for membership were acted 
upon, bringing the total membership 
in the association well above the 1200 
mark. 

Although less than one year old, 
this association has made great prog- 
ress, and one of the very encouraging 
reports at the April meeting was that 
of the President, who stated that Con- 
gressman Edmonds had notified him 
that the propaganda work which had 
been done, was bearing fruit, in that 


the number of Congressmen who were 


interested in seeing the Edmonds bill 
passed was constantly increasing. In- 
stead of being urged to vote for the 
measure, many of them are coming 
to’ Congressman Edmonds and offer- 
ing their aid in having the bill pass 
the House. 

Dr. E. G. Eberle reported for the 
delegation which had been sent by 
the association to attend the confer- 
ence on the Edmonds bill at Balti- 
more, March 18th, and the hearing 
at Washington, March 19th. A prop- 
osition from Mr. C. A. Mayo of New 


York, to have petition signed by mem- 


bers of the families of soldiers, ask- 
ing that the Edmonds bill be passed, 
was laid before the association, and 
it was decided to bring this matter 
before every member at an early date, 
so as to get the greatest value from 
this propaganda while the Committee 
on Military Affairs has the Edmonds 
bill under consideration. 


-Mr. Ambrose Hunsberger reported 
that the support of the Philadelphia 
County Medical Society has been en- 
listed in this measure, and that they 
have appointed a committee of five 
physicians to cooperate in having the 
bill passed. The matter of sending 
literature on the newer antiseptic 
products to pharmacists now in the 
service was then discussed, and the 
committee which had been appointed 
for that purpose was instructed. to 
consider the matter further. 

Plans are being made by the Ex- 
ecutive. Committee to make the an- 
nual meeting of the association, which 
will be held some time during the 
second week of June, as compre- 
hensive as possible. 

The next meeting of the association 
will be held on Tuesday, May 14th, 
1918. 


“MARKET LETTER. 
By F. W. Dessel. 


One of the special surprises during 
the last few weeks has been the very 
marked demand for drugs on the part 
of the Government. Enotmous quan- 
tities of drugs and chemicals have 
been ordered for the use of the Gov- 
ernment. McKesson & Robbins was 
given a contract for 20,000,000 qui- 
nine capsules. This is without doubt 
the largest order of its kind ever 
given. One of the factors which has 
caused great uneasiness on the drug 
market recently has been the placing 
of an embargo upon many things for- 
merly imported in large quantities. 
The difficulty of shipping from the 
Far East continues to be a great 
factor in the prices of Oriental drugs. 
The great difficulty in shipping from 
South America is also a factor in 
holding up the prices of drugs. 

The sensational raises during the 
last two or three weeks have been 
largely confined to citric acid and 
camphor. The former has made a very 
sharp advance, bringing it to practi- 
cally $1.00 a pound. All preparations 
containing citrates, therefore, have in- 
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creased in valuc. The tartrates like- 
wise have increased in value in sym- 
pathy with the citrates. The diff- 
culty in obtaining argols from France 
and Italy is responsible for this sharp 
increase. The Bismuth Salts are like- 
wise very firm and in some instances 
have increased in price. In the line of 
drug sundries the prices are main- 
tained and in some instances consider- 
ably higher, notably clinical ther- 
mometers, all bristle goods, chamois, 
toilet soaps and paper. 

The following are the advances: 
Citric acid, Bismuth salts, camphor, 
borax, coumarin, croton oil, linseed 
oil, mustard, cottonseed oil, balsam 
tolu, aloes, uva ursi. 

The following are the declines: 
Balsam of peru, chloride of lime, 
wood alcohol, salvarsan and allied 
products, and vanillin. 


HAY FEVER SPRING POLLEN

WALRUS MFG. CO. WINS 
UNITED STATES COURT 
DECISION. 


The Walrus Mfg. Co., of Decatur, 
Illinois, who are extensive manuiac- 
turers of Soda Fountains, have just 
been awarded a favorable decision in 
the United States District Court in a 
suit over their patent combination 
ladle and cover, which was invented 
by their president, Mr. Robert Faries, 
in 1905. The principal feature of this 
invention is that the ladle and cover 
are in one, so that in taking off the 
cover, the ladle is also lifted. This 
device has revolutionized the dis- 
pensing of crushed fruits at soda foun- 
tains. It is simple, quick, sanitary. 
Two or three manufacturers have been 
making similar devices that the Wal- 
rus Company claimed were infringe- 
ments. This decision of the court 
now prevents others from making, 
using or selling the device, and also 
makes all past infringers liable to the 
Walrus Mfg. Co.

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FIRE PROTECTION THAT MAY 


FALL DOWN. 


———, Ohio. 
Please advise upon a dilemma in 
which we find ourselves. We have a 
large double store here which up to 
the time of a fire which we had a few 


days ago, was crowded with a large 


amount of stock. Please omit names 
and addresses if you print, for certain 
reasons. The fire almost completely 
destroyed our store and contents, and 
the loss being several thousands more 
than we had insurance to cover. The 
reason was not having enough water 
for use by the fire companies. 

Our town is supplied with water 
by a municipal water company and 
we pay taxes for water for all pur- 
poses. Owing to political troubles 
the ‘town has allowed the reservoir 
and plant.to run down, and the sup- 
ply of water for all purposes, espe- 
cially for putting out fires, is not 
what it should be. The pressure at 


our fire was very poor and the con- 


sequence was that the fire got beyond 
the firemen, who worked manfully, 
and almost gutted everything. 

As we are taxed for our.water sup- 
ply, is not the city liable for our loss, 
same being because of not enough 
water? It seems to the writer as if 
we had a good claim against the city. 
We can produce all kinds of testi- 


mony from expert firemen that they 


would have put the fire out a full 
hour before they did if they had had 
enough water. §§R.O.M. & Co. 


This inquiry fits in well with an in- 
cident which recently transpired with 
a client of mine, who was hesitating 
whether to install an expensive sys- 
tem of sprinklers in his plant for the 
purpose of automatically extinguish- 
ing fire. He consulted me about it, 
and after an examination of the law, 
I advised him to install the sprinklers, 
for the reason that in the average 
case a property owner who has a fire 


‘that is made worse by an insufficient 


supply of water, has no claim against 
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a city water company. The law 
holds that since a municipal water 
company is performing a _ govern- 
mental function when it supplies wa- 
ter, it cannot be sued for supplying 
it inefficiently or negligently. Perhaps 
the layman will hardly comprehend 
this, and even to lawyers it doesn’t 
seem quite in accord with justice, yet 


it-is the settled law. 


It therefore behooves business peo- 
ple who dread fires to provide all the 
protection they can for themselves 
and not to depend too much on the 
city furnishing the protection. 

It follows from what I have said 
that this correspondent cannot suc- 
cessfully sue his town for failure to 
give him enough water. This is from 
a leading case: 

“A municipal corporation (city, 
town, etc.) undertaking by the es- 
tablishment of water works or through 
other means, to prevent destruction 
by fire of the property of its inhabi- 
tants,. performs a public or govern- 


mental function and is not liable to 
them for the burning of such property 
in consequence of a failure of such 


municipality, or any agency employed 

by it, to supply sufficient water.” 
And another case holds that 
“There is no liability even where 

the city has taxed the property owner 


‘for water, and where there was an 


understanding that there should al- 
ways be an adequate supply for ex- 
tinguishing fires.” 

The courts go to the utmost limit 
in protecting city water companies, 
even against the results of gross 
negligence, and even in _ protecting 
private water companies. In one case 


. it was held that where a city granted 


a private water company a franchise, 
and provided by ordinance—to which 
the company agreed—that the com- 
pany “should pay all damages that 
may arise to any citizen by reason 
of the company’s failure to supply 
sufficient water to extinguish fires,” 
the company was not liable where in- 


sufficient water aggravated a fire and - 


increased the loss 


wholesale merchant who does business 
in a town which brags of its public 
water company. It is such a good 
water company, and has such a fine 
supply of water that this particular 
business man carries about half as 
much insurance as he ought to have. 
I was able to enlighten him a little 
as to where he would stand in case 
he had a fire, and the boasted water 
system, just then, should break down. 
If I were a bysiness man in a town 
which maintained its own water com- 
pany I should, if I knew the law, 
completely cover myself with insur- 
ance. Really, the business interests 
of a town or city which has a pri- 
vate water company are, if the com- 
pany has made proper contracts with 
its subscribers, much safer than those 
served by city water companies. It 
is well established that a private 
water company which unconditionally 
contracts with consumers to supply 
them with sufficient water at proper 
pressure for fire purposes, is liable 
for damages where damage is suffered 
because of insufficient water or in- 
sufficient pressure. | 

A city water company is liable in 
such a situation only where it is made 
so by a State law, which is practically 
never passed.

INSPECT IMPORTED FOOD AND 
DRUGS. 


Many Shipments of Adulterated Prod- 
ucts Denied Entry Into the 
United States. | 


That increased vigilance on the part 
of officials in charge of the enforce- 
ment of the Food and Drugs Act is 
required by conditions brought about 
by the European war to prevent ship- 
ment into the United States of adul- 
terated and misbranded foods and 
drugs is shown by the report of the 
Chief of the Bureau of Chemistry, 
just published. While the volume of 
imported foods and drugs has de- 
creased since the outbreak of the war, 
the variety of grades has increased. 
Likewise the number of shipments in 


proportion to the quantity is larger, 


for it is now necessary for importers 
to get from many sources the sup- 
plies which previously could be ob- 
tained from one place. One importer 
may bring in twenty small shipments 
all obtained in different places and of 
varying degrees of purity where pre- 
viously he would have brought in the 


misbranded, 
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Same quantity in one shipment of 
uniform quality. This makes it neces- 
sary for the inspectors to look out 
for and examine twenty shipments in- 
stead of one. 


The high prices prevailing for cer- 


tain products which can be obtained 
only from abroad, particularly spices 


and crude drugs, has increased the 
temptation to adulterate. According 
to the Chief Chemist’s report ship- 
ments of coriander, fennel, celery, 
anise, cumin, Chinese and Indian 
mustard, senna leaves, cinchona, ipe- 
cac and other products were found 
to be adulterated and were denied 
entry into this country. Many ship- 
ments of medicines were found to be 
the labels containing 
false or fraudulent claims as to the 
curative powers, and such shipments 
were detained until the misbranding 
was corrected. Among other articles 
of food found to be in violation -of 
the law may be mentioned decom- 
posed tomato pastes and products, 
spoiled sardines, wormy olives, olive 
oil, pepper, macaroni, and beverages. 
Special attention was given to milk 
imported from Canada into the New 
England States. ‘There was a marked 


improvement in the wholesomeness of 


this milk during the year owing to 
the exclusion of shipments of con- 
taminated milk produced under in- 
sanitary conditions. _ 


Branch laboratories are maintained 
by the Bureau of Chemistry at the 
principal ports of entry, such as New 
York, Boston, New Orleans, Philadel- 
phia, San Francisco, and many others, 
in. order that analysis may be made 
of samples of such shipments of foods 
and drugs offered for entry into this 
country as are suspected of being 
adulterated or misbranded. The in- 
spectors scrutinize all invoices. of 
food and drug products that come to 


this country. The foreign shipper is 


required to certify to certain facts 
regarding his foods and drugs before 
a United States consular officer, and 
these certificates are attached to the

The import section of the F he and 
Drugs Act, in addition to the require- 
ments applied. to domestic products, 
provides that no foods or drugs shall 
be admitted to this country which are 
otherwise dangerous to the health of 
the people of the. United States or of 
a kind forbidden | entry into.or for- 
bidden to,be sold or restricted in sale 


in -the country in which they are 


made or from which ‘they are ex- 
ported, or are otherwise falsely la- 
beled in any respect. When goods 
offered for import are found to be 
in. violation of the law, the importer 
is notified and given an opportunity 
to be heard before the officers of. the 
Department in order that he may pre- 
sent any evidence he desires as to 
why the goods should not be denied 
entry into the United States. After 
the hearing, if the Department is still 
of the opinion that the goods are in 
violation of the law because of adul- 
teration, they are refused entry into 
this country; or, if misbranded, they 
are required to be labeled correctly 
before being admitted. All the work 
on imported foods and drugs is 
handled in cooperation with the cus- 
toms officers of the Treasury De- 
partment.
